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i. Siamese Voslems in the four suthernmost provinces are becoming increasingly 
aunceptible to Communist proneganda in the form of nationalistic exhorta- 
tions. Some of this propagamn.a is verbal, but it most frequently occurs 
in pamuphiets ana papers which are believed to originate in Malaya. 


2. Moslems, who comprise 90 percent of the total 700,000 population of 
Pattani, Satun, Narathiwat, em Songkhle provinces, believe that the 
Siamese goverment has farled, and will fail, to keep ita promises to 
zive them honest local administration, educational aids, and the 
recognition of rights o¢ Iisiamic religion, customs and culture. 


3, The Moslems say that every commission sent down from Bangkok to investi- 

gaia their grievances, zalls prey to lavish entertaining by corrupt 
lecal officials, who arm the ricnest provincial officials in Siam. “They 
say that Chinese middlemen. who exploit then, have bought off woula-be 
establishers of the government, cooperative credit society. In addition, 
they maintain thet the povermment refuees to extend the national literacy 
campaign (involving the teaching of ten million illiterate aduits) to 
Moslem provinces in the form of lessons in Malay, wnich is the only 
Janguage most Siamese Moslema can speak. 


Xe For these reasons, the ioslem are inclining more and more to Communist 
doctrines, which stress ties with their relatives in Malaya. They are 
under the impression that they are adopting nationalism, but actually 
they will find that they havea adopted Gommunisn. 
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
